Betty Ford Comprehensive 
Breast Cancer Opens at CHW 


The Betty Ford Comprehen- 
sive Breast Center at Columbia 
Hospital for Women Medical 
Center was officially opened and 
dedicated in a ceremony Tues- 
day, June 6, 1989 at 2 p.m. 
Among the distinguished guests 
was Representative Mary Rose 
Oakar (D-Ohio) who paid trib- 


ute to Betty Ford for her efforts 
in the fight against breast di- 
sease and shared a personal story 
of a family member who had 
breast cancer. Ms. Oakar’s re- 
marks also included an overview 
of her legislative efforts related 
to breast disease. 

The ceremony was attended 


by Columbia staff, physicians, 
board members, and communi- 
ty members. Ms. Henrietta Y. 
Zoltrow represented the Foggy 
Bottom Association. Following 
the ceremony, the resource 
library was opened and tours 
were provided.

Foggy Bottom Historic District 
Conservancy Formed 


The Foggy Bottom Historic 
District was designated as a his- 
toric district in 19878 by the De- 
partment of Interior, National 
Park Service and the District of 
Columbia government. Histor- 
ic district status is intended to 
call public attention to the uni- 
queness and importance of a 
neighborhood, to declare and en- 
courage community pride, to pro- 
mote good care and upkeep of 
buildings in the neighborhood, 
and to protect and preserve the 
physical evidence of a communi- 

_ty’s history. The Foggy Bottom 


Historic District is bounded by K 
St., H St., New Hampshire 
Ave., 24th St., and 26th St. 

Preservation of the historic re- 
sources and the historic charac- 
ter of the Foggy Bottom His- 
toric District is the responsibili- 
ty of both the city and Federal 
governments and of the resi- 
dents. In response to that re- 
sponsibility, the Foggy Bottom 
Historic District Conservancy, 
a non-profit membership or- 
ganization of residents in and 
around the Historic District, 
was formed in May. 


The Conservancy will also: 

e Promote an environment 
and streetscape that is consistent 
with the historic nature of the 
neighborhood 

e Provide information on the 
heritage of the Foggy Bottom 
Historic District 

e Present its members’ views 
and positions regarding the His- 
toric District before appropriate 
governmental bodies.

The Foggy Bottom 
Property Shuffle

The International Monetary 
Fund is planning to buy two 
properties in order to acquire 
the one property currently oc- 
cupied by the Western Presby- 
terian Church at 19th and H 
Streets Northwest. 

Under the plan, the IMF will 
buy both the church property 
and the American Association of 
University Women building at 
2401 Virginia Avenue. \ 

The AAUW building will 
then be torn down, and the 


church will be moved there. 

Joan Luedtke, director of 
administration for the AAUW, 
says-the organization decided 
to sell the AAUW building last 
fall, because the 1958 building 
needs around $5 million in re- 
novations. 

If the contract is signed July 
1 as expected, the AAUW anti- 
cipates moving out of Foggy 
Bottom entirely. 

Luedtke says if the contract 
doesn’t go through with the 
IMF, the organization has a

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ANC Meeting Highlights 


May 9, 1989 


1) Association of American 
Medical Colleges (AAMC). 
The AAMC is seeking ANC 
support for a revenue bond to 
establish offices at 25th & N, 
NW. The Association has had 
offices in 2 locations in the Du- 
pont Circle area for the past 20 


| years. The revenue bond would 
enable AAMC to be an owner 


at the 25th and N site. They 
also would be the only commer- 
cial occupant. The City Coun- 
cil must approve the bond, and 
hearings are expected to start 
in the first week in June. Legis- 
lation has already been intro- 
duced.. However, the ANC is 
adamantly opposed to the pro- 
posed project because they are 
against any commercial develop- 
ment on the proposed site. Se- 
veral years ago a covenant was 
signed between the ANC and 
Boston Properties which owned

two pieces of property at 25th 
and N which were both zoned 
for mixed commercial use. Bos- 
ton Properties agreed that one 
building would be commercial 


and the other residential. After - 


the commercial site was built 
and sold for a large profit, Bos- 
ton Properties proposed to make 
the second building only partial- 
ly residential, violating the orig- 
inal covenant. The ANC voted 
unanimously to oppose the 
AAMC revenue bond and will 
provide written testimony to the 
City Council expressing opposi- 
tion. 

2) Cooper House Update. A 
proposal was presented to the 
ANC to develop the site of 
the present Cooper Houses loca- 
ted at 2521-2523 K Street. The 
Cooper Houses were built in 
1843 and 1868 and represent 
some of the oldest structures in 
Foggy Bottom. They are part 
of the Historic District and 
are registered as a historic land- 
mark. The proposed plan would 
move the Cooper Houses 3 feet 
to the west in order to build a 
21-unit condominium with 24 
underground parking spaces. 
The entrance to the condomi- 
niums would be on K Street to 
the right of the Cooper Houses 
back about 8 feet. The ANC 
was very concerned about whe- ° 


ther the structures would be tru- _ 


3 
ly preserved and voted unani- 
mously to oppose the project. 


3) D.C. Chapter, American 
Red Cross. Lawyers repre- 
senting the D.C. Chapter of the 
American Red Cross suggested 
an agreement with the ANC re- 
garding the proposed demolition 
of the Red Cross building. Un- 
der the agreement the Red Cross 
would give the ANC 60 days no- 
tice before any demolition ap- 
plication is filed and in return 
the ANC agreed to notify the 
Red Cross before filing for a 
Historic Landmark Application 
for the existing building. Several 
modifications to the agreement 
will be made at which time the 
ANC will vote on whether to ap- 
prove the agreement. 


4) Francis Field — Renewed 
Request for Use by GWU. The 
D.C. Department of Recrea- 
tion proposed an arrangement 
whereby the Francis Field at 
25th and M would be maintain- 
ed by George Washington Uni- 
versity. In return for maintain- 
ing the field, GWU would have 
exclusive access to the field dur- 
ing certain hours in the spring 
and fall. GWU also would make 
improvements to the field such 
as lighting, ètc., to make the 
area suitable for playing baseball 
and soccer. Currently the D.C. 
Department of Recreation does 
not have the funds to maintain 
and/or improve the field. The 
ANC was undecided whether to 
recommend approval for this ar- 
rangement.

Summertime and the Living Is

peratures and humidity with the 
air conditioning off 

e Have your car moved every 
few days if you park in public 
spaces and are away for an ex- 
tended period of time 

e Advise your guests and visi- 
tors to exercise caution for their 
personal and their car’s safety. 

These no-cost, common sense 
preventive ‘‘screens’’ will give 
us the kind of summertime pro- 
tection we need. It’s like using 
a strong SPF 24 (sun protection 
factor) rather than a weak SPF 
2 screen if we are out in the sun 
for an extended period of time.

Better Homes and Gardens, 
House Beautiful, Metropolitan 
Home: seems Americans just 
love to peek into other people’s 
houses. If you like nothing bet- 
ter than seeing how other peo- 
ple live (or have lived), the per- 
fect trip for you is a visit to the 
James River Planations. 


The historical homes of yes- 
teryear are on Route 5 alongside 
the James River. Running in- 
land from Jamestown and Wil- 
liamsburg, the trip takes a full 
day to complete, so you might. 
want to make it an overnight 
sojourn. 


Most of the plantations are 
open daily, 9 am to 5 pm dur- 
ing the summer, and have a. 
three- to five-dollar charge. 


The plantation path is simple ` 


to reach — you hop on 95 south 


to Richmond. At Richmond you 
have two choices. You can visit 
two mansions on the river west 
of town, or hit the majority of 
plantations to the east of Rich- 
mond. 


If you choose to visit the man- 
sions to the west, get off 95 and 
head south on Route 1, and turn 
right on Cary Street. (Looking 


for signs is the easiest way to do 
it.) The two homes to the west 
are Tuckahoe Plantation, the 
boyhood home of Thomas Jef- 
ferson, and Agecroft Hall, a 
500-year-old Tudor manor 
house shipped to the U.S. stone 
by stone. i 

Those of you who elect to 
head east, the plantations can be 
found on the 55 miles between 
Richmond and Williamsburg. 
Look for signs in Richmond to 
Route 5, or ask for directions. 
(It will take too long to explain 
here, and you would probably 
get lost anyway.) 

Most of the river houses are 
well marked with billboards and 
signs. i 

The first house you’ll come 
across is the magnificent Shirley 
Plantation. The house sits on a 
spectacular piece of riverfront 
property, the view only marred 
by a power plant across the 
James River. 

The road up to the house is 
rather bumpy, but is framed at 
the end by a towering stand of 
poplars. There is no charge to 
view the farm tool collection in- 
side the work buildings near the 
house (like the smokehouse, 
shed and springhouse). 

The claim to fame of Shirley 
Plantation is it’s a perfect, and 
-unique example of Queen Anne 
Fore-court design. It was built

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in 1723 by the Carters, who still 
own it. Shirley Plantation was 
also the home of Anne Hill Car- 
ter, mother of Robert E. Lee. 

Next stop is Berkeley Man- 
sion. The smaller, brick edifice 
was built by a signer of the De- 
claration of Independence and 
was home of the ninth president 
of the United States, William 
Henry Harrison. It was built in 
1726, and is said to be the old- 
est three-story brick house in 
Virginia. The approach to the 
house is inauspicious, but the 
view around on the river side 
(like most of the plantation 
houses) is something else, with 
a lawn that extends a quarter 
mile to the river. Berkeley also 
has ten acres of formal box- 
wood gardens you can tour. 
This house doesn’t have the 
same imposing bulk as Shirley 
Plantation, but it is pleasant in 
a quiet, secure way. 

Perhaps the two most intrigu- 
ing facts about Berkeley Planta- 
tion are that the first bourbon 
whiskey ever made in America 
was distilled there in 1621, and 
the military bugle salute known 
as ‘‘taps’’ was composed there 
in 1862 while civil war Union 
forces were encamped there. 

Moving again down Route 5, 
the next plantation is Westover. 
It is reputed to be the essence 
of Georgian architecture. The

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grounds of the 1730 mansion 
and the outbuildings are open 
year-round, but the house is 
only open during the annual his- 
toric Garden Week. 

Close to Westover is Evely- 
ton. It was originally part of 
Westover, but was bought in 
1847 by the man who is said to 
have fired the first shot of the 
civil war at Fort Sumter. Per- 
haps most ironically, the house 
was utterly destroyed during the 
civil conflict. It was then rebuilt 
in the 1930’s in the style of the 
Georgian revival period. In ad- 
dition to the usual gift shop, this 
house also has a plant nursery 
on the premises. 

Belle Air Plantation is next, 
and then Sherwood Forest, 
home of two U.S. presidents, 
and the longest frame house in 
the United States. It has been 
owned by John Tyler and Wil- 
liam Henry Harrison and is still 
a working plantation. 

Unlike some of the others, 
Sherwood Forest from a dis- 
tance looks like just a normal 
house, but once you get close

you can appreciate its size. 
Tours of the grounds are con- 
ducted daily, but the house is 
only shown by appointment. 
(804) 829-5377. 

From there it’s a straight shot 
to Williamsburg or Jamestown 
Festival Park. . . both delightful 
destinations in themselves. To 
get back to Washington, you 
can either go back up Route 5, 
or you may hop on Interstate 64 
on the other side of Williams- 
burg. (Once again it’s easiest to 
stop and ask how to get there.) 

Some of the most fun I had 
touring these mansions was in 
my head. If left alone for a few 
minutes I could pretend they 
were mine. If nothing else, en- 
joy this article, and use ‘your 
imagination to travel “‘Beyond 
the Bottom.”’

Get Registered — 1990 Is A Big Election Year 


Recently, the D.C. Board of 
Elections and Ethics (BEE) start- 
ed a pilot project called the 
‘‘Motor Voter”? program. Leg- 
islation enacted by City Council 
last year allows D.C. residents to 
register to vote at the Bureau of 
Motor Vehicles at the Municipal 
Center, when they apply for or 
renew their driver’s license or 
non-driver’s I.D. While only five 
other jurisdictions have this pro- 
gram-in operation, Congress is 
considering this idea nationwide. 
In other words, our BEE is try- 
ing its best to get more people in- 
volved as they choose!! 

As we all know, in order to 
cast a ballot, you must be regis- 
tered to vote. If you are franchis- 
ed to vote, you can make a deter- 
mination on the national level 
(i.e., President, Vice President, 
and our Delegate to Congress), 
the local level (i.e., Mayor, 
Council Chair, Council Members 
— both at-large and by ward, 
School Board Members, and Ad- 
visory Neighborhood Commis- 
sioners) plus matters that have to 
do with various ‘‘Initiatives, Re- 
ferendums, and Recalls.’’ Thus, 
if you are at all interested in par- 
ticipatory democracy, you 
should be regis-tered to vote. 

REMEMBER ALSO, THAT 
IF YOU HAVE NOT VOTED 
AT ALL (in the District) IN 
THE PAST FOUR YEARS, 
YOU CANNOT VOTE!!!! 


The District’s electoral system 
depends upon an accurate and 
current voter roster. D.C. law 
requires an individual registered 
voter to notify the BEE in 
writing, within thirty (30) days, 
of a change of residence address. 
Those voters who have moved

backup contract for the site with 
the Embassy of South Korea. 

The pastor of the Western 
Presbyterian Church, John 
Wimberly, says the church lead- 
ership has been talking about 
moving for more than 20 years, 
but that the church was waiting 
for property to free up in Foggy 
Bottom. 

*“We’re committed to being in 
Foggy Bottom and have never 
had the opportunity (to move 
within Foggy Bottom) in the 
past,” said Wimberly. The pas- 
tor says about one-third of his 
congregation lives in Foggy Bot- 
tom, and the other two-thirds 
reside in other parts of D.C. and 
Virginia. 

Another reason for moving, 
Wimberly says, is that the resi- 
dential area around the church 
has virtually disappeared, since 
the present church was con-

to be back in a residential area,” 
said Wimberly. 


Wimberly says if the church is 
moved to the AAUW site, the 
sanctuary would appear much 
like it does now.
